(b) for its anti -Communism, and beoause it is the only right-wing Catholic 
publication addressed to the Clergy* Among the opinions; Cardinal Tisserand, 
who, among his Vatican occupations, takes care of the Catholic Churches be- 
hind the "Iron Curtain”, states that he reads BGCUSTOM regularly and approves 
completely its line and its form which coincides with his own battle against 
atheistic materialism which is one of the gravest dangers of our times. 

Coming baok from Strasbourg, the Cardinal stopped in Nancy (his home twwn) 
and saw a number of priests of that diocese who expressed great satisfaction 
of BGCUSTOM. The Cardinal said that the publication must continue its work 
without regard to the attacks and criticisms which will attempt to stifle 
it. (This is important since it means Vatican support for BGFOSTER.)”
